SUMMARY: IAEA SECRETARIAT IS WRITING UNSYG EXPRESSING 
WILLINGNESS COOPERATE FULLY WITH UN ON PREPARATIONS 
FOR NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE AND REPORT TO EXTENT 
PREPCOM DESIRES ON ARTICLES III, IV, AND V. IN 
SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT, SECRETARIAT HAS GIVEN US IN 
CONFIDENCE FIRST SKETCH OUTLINE OF PAPERS IT COULD 
SUBMIT TO CONFERENCE. 

1. ACTING DIRECTOR GENERAL (HALL, US) HAS SHOWN US 
COPY OF WALDHEIM TO EKLUND LETTER AND AGENCY'S REPLY. 

SYG LETTER FORMALLY TRANSMITS TO AGENCY UNGA RESOLUTION 
ON NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE, POINTS OUT IAEA BOUND TO HAVE 
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IMPORTANT ROLE IN CONFERENCE AND ITS PREPARATIONS, SAYS 
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HE UNDERSTANDS FIRST PREPCOM MEETING MAY BE HELD IN 
GENEVA APRIL 1 . AND COMMENTTS IT STILL POSSIBLE A LATER 
PREPCOM MEETING COULD BE HELD IN VIENNA. 

2. HALL'S REPLY SAYS IAEA WILL COOPERATE FULLY IN 
PREPARATIONS FOR CONFERENCE AND ITS LIAISON OFFICER 
IN NEW YORK HAS BEEN INSTRUCTED STAY IN C WITH 
BJORNERSTEDT. IAEA PREPARED REPORT FULLY ON IMPLEMENTATION 
OF ARTICLE III AND REPORT TO EXTENT PREPCOM DESIRES ON 
ARTICLES IV AND V. AS TO POSSIBILITY OF MEETING IN 

VIENNA, IAEA STILL GLAD PROVIDE FACILITIES AS OFFERED 
LAST NOVEMBER (IAEA VIENNA 9908). HOWEVER, HALL NOTES 
THAT IAEA MEETING SCHEDULE HAS FIRMED UP SINCE THAT TIME 
AND NOT ALL OF DATES ORIGINALLY OFFERED STILL POSSIBLE. 
FURTHER, AS UN ITSELF BEING REIMBURSED BY NPT PARTIES 
FOR SPACE AND SERVICES IT IS PROVIDING IN GENEVA, IAEA 
WOULD EXPECT REIMBURSEMENT ON SAME BASIS FOR ANY USE OF 
ITS FACILITIES. (HALL TOLD US ORIGINAL PURPOSE OF COST- 
FREE OFFER HAD BEEN EASE BURDEN ON UN BUDGET AND AS THIS 
NO LONGER AT ISSUE THERE WAS NO LONGER ANY POINT TO 
PROVIDING FACILITIES WITHOUT CHARGE, PARTICULARLY IN VIEW 
STRONG FRENCH OPPOSITION TO ORIGINAL AGENCY OFFER. HOWEVER, 
COSTS ARE EXPECTED TO BE LOWER HERE THAN IN GENEVA.) 

3. IN SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT, SECRETARIAT (DELCOIGNE) 

HAS GIVEN US ONE-PAGE OUTLINE 

OF PAPERS IAEA MIGHT PROVIDE IF REQUESTED BY PREPCOM. 

OUTLINE BEGINS BY IDENTIFYING PARTS OF NPT AGENCY IS 
NOT RPT NOT (UNDERLINED IN ORIGINAL) INVOLVED IN: QTE 

(A) THE CONCLUSION OF AGREEMENTS TO PREVENT WIDER 
DISSEMINATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS (PREAMBLE PARA 3); 

(B) A CONTINUATION OF NEGOTIATIONS FOR CTB (PREAMBLE PARA 10); 

(C) NEGOTIATIONS FOR A TREATY ON GENERAL AND COMPLETE 
DISARMAMENT (PREAMBLE PARA 1 1 AND ARTICLE VI). UNQTE 
MISSOFF TOLD DELCOIGNE THIS SECTION VERY HELPFUL IN 
ORIENTING AGENCY IN RIGHT DIRECTION. 

4. OUTLINE FURTHER OBSERVES THAT IN VIEW OF 
IAEA-OPANAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT IT SHOULD BE DECIDED 
WHETHER OR NOT AGENCY SHOULD PREPARE STUDY OR REPORT 
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ON OPERATION OF TLATELOLCO TREATY, NOTING THAT THIS 
RELATES TO POINT (A) ABOVE. MISOFF THOUGHT PREPCOM 
WOULD PROVIDE GUIDANCE TO AGENCY ON THIS POINT AND 
THERE NO NEED PURSUE IT FURTHER FOR TIME BEING. 

5. IN VIEW OF ABOVE, OUTLINE CONCLUDES THAT IAEA 
SHOULD BEGIN TENTATIVE PLANNING FOR: QTE 

(A) A STUDY ON ARTICLE V (PNES); 
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(B) A STUDY ON ARTICLE IV WHICH SHOULD COVER: 

(1) THE EXCHANGE OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION, I.E., PANELS, SYMPOSIA, SEMINARS, 

TRIESTE CENTRE AND INIS. 

(2) THE AGENCY'S ROLE IN THE EXCHANGE OF EQUIPMENT 
AND MATERIALS I.E., TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 

PLUS REACTOR PROJECTS. THE TABULAR INFORMATION 
SHOULD COVER 1963-1968; 1968-1973. 

(3) A SHORT REVIEW OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
IN THE PEACFUL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY BETWEEN 
STATES AND ORGANIZATIONS. E.G., MARKET SURVEY. 
KARLSRUHE PROJECT AND TABULAR INFORMATION 
ON TIRESTE. MONACO LABORATORY, ETC. 

(:) A STUDY ON ARTICLE III WHICH SHOULD COVER: 

(1) AN EXPOSE WITH A TABLE SHOWING THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE AGENCY'S SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM BEFORE NPT. 

(2) AN EXPOSE OF NPT SAFEGUARDS (WITH APPROPRIATE 
TABLES). 

(3) AN EXPOSE OF HOW NPT SAFEGUARDS AS APPLIED 
BY IAEA, COMPLY WITH ARTICLE IV OF NPT (NO 
HAMPERING OF DEVELOPMENT). 

(4) A TABULAR EXPOSE OF THE RATIFICATION OF NPT 
SHOWING THE STATUS OF OBLIGATIONS AND OF THE 
AGREEMENTS BETWEEN IAEA AND THE PARTIES. 

(5) REPORT ON IAEA SUPPORT FOR RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT TO FURTHER THE APPLICATION OF 
EFFECTIVE SAFEGUARDS (PREAMBLE PARA 5). UNQTE 

6. MISOFF EXPRESSED APPRECIATION FOR BEING ADVISED OF 
AGENCY'S THINKING AND SAID HE THOUGHT SECRETARIAT WELL- 
ADVISED BEGIN PLANNING ITS WORK. HOWEVER. HE CAUTIONED 
AGAINST GETTING LOCKED IN ON ANY ASPECT UNTIL PREPCOM 
HAS HAD CHANCE TO DISCUSS IAEA ROLE. DELCOIGNE ASSURED 
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US SECRETARIAT WELL AWARE OF THAT POINT. PORTER 
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
